The People Must Know 

By Howard Jarvis

There will be 17 state measures on the November 5th 
ballot. Most of them should, be voted down by the people. 
Those that might merit a yes vote are so poorly written 
and vague that their real meaning and import is obscured. 
It never pays the citizen to vote for any measure he does 
not understand. Most measures of this nature are intended 
to increase political power of government and to reduce 
the power of the people to influence government. I call 
them anti-freedom laws. 

A so called local measure, affecting several counties, 
including Los Angeles County and Orange County is the 
RTD rapid transit, named proposition A proposal to cost 
at least ten thousand million dollars, in Los Angeles County 
alone, and God knows how much in the other counties. 

The cost is being well kept from the voters and tax¬ 
payers. The important part of proposition A isn’t what 
has been told the taxpayers, but what hasn’t. The one 
per cent sales tax is forever, inflation will raise it about 
nine per cent a year. By 1990 taxpayers will have paid 
seven thousand million dollars for 145 miles of BART- 
type streetcars. By then the sales tax will be up to $800 
million a year, but this will not be nearly enough 1o pay 
the $3 million a day loss to run it. Next source, property 
tax of course. 

The RTD right-of-way will take $331 million in prop¬ 
erty off the property tax rolls. This lost revenue will be 
added to those properties still on the tax rolls. By the 
year this added yearly property tax will be $670 million. 

So what do we get for this enormous tax rip off? 
1000 buses f$55 million), a 145 mile streetcar track with 
70,000 seats to cost taxpayers $146,000 a seat. It will not 
reduce congestion, it will only carry six per cent of the 
travelers, therefoie it is not mass transit, and because 
it is a 35 miles per hour system, it is not rapid transit. 

Of efturse we need a mass rapid transit system just 
like we need milk to drink, but we don’t need milk at 
$200 a quart. Vote no on A. 

Inflation Threats 

Terming the recent economic summit held in Wash¬ 
ington as "a solid block of concrete which will not re¬ 
solve the soaring inflation in America,” economist Leon 
Keyserling said today that the conference was a “puh- 
lic relations effort on the part of President Ford to get 
support for his do-nothing economic policies which are 
the same as Nixon's. 

Speaking to reporters at a California State University, 
Long Beach press conference, Keyserling said, “You don’t 
conduct economic policy by gathering 7,000 people and 
getting 7,000 differing opinions. You do it by sitting down 
with a competent group of economic advisers and for¬ 
mulating a method to implement it. 

"Franklin Roosevelt didn’t go around talking to all 
the apple peddlers during the depression. That’s not repre¬ 
sentative democracy but the beginnnig of economic chaos,” 
he said. 

“You don’t increase productivity by studying it or 
making speeches about it. You do .it by-lowering unem 
ployment,” he continued. 

The former chairman to President Harry Truman’s 
Council of Economic Advisers dismissed the argument that 
wage and price controls do not bear positive results. He 
cited its success during the Second World War and the 
Korean War. 

“Wage and price control didn’t wrok under the Nixon 
administration because it was carried out by a group of 
!>eople who didn’t beleve in it, who didn’t want it to work 
and who kept talking about ending it in a few months,” 
he said. 

Keyserling warm'd that “we are heading for a drastic 
economic situation which the govenment is doing nothing 
to avoid, and a lot of people are worried.” 

He added that a rollback in prices would not be feasible 
because of the difficulties involved in obtaining it, but 
said that a freeze on price hikes was necessary. 

When asked to express his thoughts on how the people 
would make it through the impending drastic situation, 
he replied, “That’s like asking me how can people make 
it through the fire in a burning house if no one puts out 
the fire?” 

He said that the Ford Administration, “like the pro¬ 
ceeding one, is experienced in blaming the economic ills 
affecting our nation on anything and everything under 
the sun. If not the Arabs, then Western Europe and so on. 

"The government must act if we are to avoid economic 
chaos,” he emphasized. 

Keyserling hinted that he believed the gas shortage 
of early 1974 to have been fabricated. The Arab nations 
provide six per cent of America’s crude oil, but according 
to Keyserling, only four per cent was actually cut off due 
to a leakage. 

“We were a country swimming in oil before the cut¬ 
off,” he said. “How could a four per cent loss cause the 
crisis that it did? Add to that the sudden reappearance of 
endless supplies of gasoline after the price hike. 

“Alhough embarrassing, the Arab action did not hurt 
us as bad as is claimed,” he said. “But even if it had, 
the government’s obligation was not to permit prices to 
go up, thereby giving purchasing power to only those 
who could afford it.” 

Keyserling called Ford’s recent proposal to increase 
gasoline taxes by 10 to 20 per cent “horrible reasoning 
and terribly unfair to lower and middle income families.” 

Keyserling’s visit to CSULB was part of a semester- 
long symposium on “The State of American Society” which 
the University is hosting in commemoration of its 25th 
anniversary. Keyserling was the second in a series of 
six scholar-statement who will visit the campus. The first 
was historian Arthur Schlesinger, Jr., former assistant 
to President John F. Kennedy. 

Other speakers scheduled to speak at CSULB are con¬ 
stitutional law expert Raoul Berger (October 23 and 24), 
political analyst Richard Scammon (November 13 and 14), 
former U.S. Senator from Minnesota Eugene McCarthy 
(November 25 and 26) and historian Henry Steele Com- 
mager (December 1 and 2). 

All guest lecturers will make a public address open 
to the public at noon on the first day of their visit in the 
University’s Little Theatre.

Now i s the time to plant 
cool season vegetable crops, 
and a demonstration and 
guideline on how to do it 
will he presented Sunday, 
October 27, at the Los An¬ 
geles State and County Ar¬ 
boretum in Arcadia.

New Housing At 
Four Month Low 

Inflation and a shortage 
of mortgage funds forced 
down new housing starts ir. 
California during August for 
the fourth month in a row, 
Bank of America has re¬ 
ported. 

New housing starts in 
August dropped to a sea¬ 
sonally adjusted annual rate 
of 129,000 units, down slight¬ 
ly from a revised rate of 
132,000 units for July, a,nd 
down 45 per cent from the 
234,000 unit3 for August of 
last year. 

Actual housing starts for 
the state for the first eight 
August numb e r e d 10,677 
compared’ with 11,185 for the 
previous month. Single-unit 
dwellings comprised more 
than 65 per cent of the 
August total. 

Actual housing starts in 
months of the y'ear were 
down 37 per cent to 97,225 
from th,e 155,546 units begun 
in the some period last year, 
bank economists said. The 
sharpest decline was in 
apartment projects, down 49 
per cent. 

Bank economists said they 
saw little likelihood for a 
significant upturn in hous¬ 
ing starts in California dur¬ 
ing the next few months. In¬ 
flation and a shortage of 
mortgage funds have been 
the major causes of the de¬ 
cline, and both conditions 
are expected to continue for 
the remainder of 1974, they 
said.
